•earn to Cavor the inereaaed aaaeaa- 
mmt. It ia not abaolutely oertaln that 
two-tMrde vote of the body haa been 
obttlned.

THE PRESIDENT AND HIS LEAGUE. 

I'r. 'sidi iii Wilson rather severely berates the Ki'|>ulilican Nation 
al Coiivi'iition lor its attitude ngaiiist the proposed Ijoafnie of Nations 
— tlint is, against the ilral'l of sueli a league as he reeoninierids to the 
Senate. lie rel'i rs to rrussian methods hiivin}; heeii used liy the eon- 
vention leaders, iind, inreiciitiali.v . :iNo hy the Senate lenders, in lele- 
gating that erejition of liis iliploiniil le liiney to tli« iisli eiin. .Mso, he 
elnmors for a rel'ereMdum on the snhjeet, and i^xpresMs the hopi> 
that, the l)enu)e.ratie coiim iilion will meet tiie issue sipiarely and "ap- 
preoiate the neeessiix and periuanent vaUie of keeping the word that 
Ameriea has given |o the world." 

Hp assumes too mneh in taking' I he pusil inn I ha I the people of I he 
United States have yet given to the world any deliiiite pledge for Ihc' 
League of Nations. So far as the draft goes it has the sanction of 
only one part of the treaty-making power of liiis eountry. 'I'he presi 
dent took a large part of it to Europe with him as his own inspira 
tiop, and without submission to or consultation with the other treaty- 
mtking branch of the Government. When he did this he took the risk 
of the very result that has been witnessed- 

The rigid attitude of the Senate, which merely is reHected in the 
Republican platform, is no more deBer^•ing of the adjective he applies 
to it than is his own arbitrary action of forcing this foreign-born 
draft of a League of Nations npon tlie Senate. He and tlie Senate are 
co-ordinate branches of the treaty -making machinerj' of this Govern- 
ment, and one has no more constitutional authority in that wark than 
the other. 

The President's insistenee tlint the people of tin- I'nited Slates 
are clamoring for his League of Nations is a nu>re assumption, .-ind not 
based on any ennsensus of opinion, of dominating weight, that > ■ I ha> 
l)een secured from the people. It might \ir well to have the refeien 
dum he suggests. The Repuhliean nnnilu. , Senator Harding, d> clai'es 
himself to he ri'ady to go to the eonnlr\ on that issue. It is not eer- 
tain ihnt the result would please the Pi-esident, or that lie honestly 
thinks it would. 

Indeed, the President s st a I em. nt re.ol rijiieh 1 Iki' an a ppi'al t(j t he 
delegates to his own party eonveiition. Tliei-e are sii.'ns of laek of 
unanimity among them on this \ ei y snli.jeet. I'erliaps In' fe.'irs tin. in- 
dorsement of his Administration may not he as speeitie for his I.eaL'iie 
of Nations as he would like it to he. NO one will he sni-pi-ised if it is 
not. Until that eonvention speaks through its platform the Presi 
dent's latest utti ram i iiia> hc' eonsidc-reil solely as another eontriloi 
tion to the pulilieal literature of the day. — l.'ineinnati Hnquirer. 



ABB TOU BOTHBBBD BY FLOW? 



If flies are heginninir to hother yoii it is np to you to linil onl 
where that ])ile of filth is and elean it uj.> — or any poison it against 
this insect. 

Professor Wilsou of Wisconsin agrieultural department tells 
about fliea in the clearest, briefest way we have seen anywhere. He 
Bays: 

"The fly is the filthiest creature on the fa<-e of the earth. It 
spreads disease and causes untold suft'ering. Typhoid fever, summer 
eomplaint, tuberculosis, and possibly nmiiy other diseases are car- 
ri^d by the fly. Thousands of people die each year from preventable 
difeaaes and a large part of the responsibility rests with the fly. 

"Plies breed rapidly. A female will lay several hundred eggs in 
batches of 120 or more. It requires only a few hours or at most a few 
d^B for these to hatch out into larvae. Tin' larvae or "worms" bur- 
row into whatever tln>y were hatched upon^usually filth — and feed 
and grow for several (lays. Then lliey change into another form l e 
sembling small oval seeds. Three nr four days later the ".seeds" break 
open and the mature (lies <'ome out. The flies hpeed all sumnn'r ami 
as many as ten generation;; may he prndticed in a single .season." 

Here are souu' of the ways of cinnhating the pest: 

1. Swat them, poison them, trap them. 

2. Keep garliage in tight receptablea — ^remove often. 

3. I '.St! screens. 

4. Haul manure away from the stable daily. If tiua ia sot pus

A. Mitchell Palmer, who will have 
the support of the largaat group ot In- 
structed deleiatas hen the Democratic 
national convention meets next week, 
has had experience In Congres, on the 
beitoh, and I the cablet. Mr. Palmer Is 
48 years old, a native ot Pennsylvania, 
and a graduate o( Swarthmore College. 
A Quaker by early training, he tfeclln- 
ed the post ot Secretary of War when 
it was ottered to him by Prestdent Wil- 
son In 1914.

|i\>llowlng flallnre of more than 1,000 
applicants tor toaohera' oartlOoates to 
pass the omnlaatlon. State Superin- 
tendent Qeorge Colvln has asnt out 
questionnaires to all county supertn- 
•endanta In an effort to prevent a 
teacher shortage Ihia year. 

Mr. Colvin aaks bow many teachers 
will be needed, how many are under 
contract, what oovntlao are short and 
what eoimttaa hafa a anrplus of tesch- 
ers. He apprahonda llera will be a 
shortage of teaohara again thla year, 
and tor thla reason ha aald the asam- 
Inatlon waa made aa aaaay aa practi- 
cable, and the oorpa of adveators firom 
various aaetlona of the SUte engaged 
in grading ware given tnstmctlons not 
lo be harsh In their Judgment of the 
papara. 

Heretotore examlnatlona have been 
held by conntlaa, and tha pi^rs grad- 
ed In the counties where the ezamina- 

Hons were held. Grading all the papers 
In I-'Vatikfori under an .\ct of 1920 Is 
ill line with the program of standard- 
ization I'f Kenliirky imlillr schools. 
I'nder llie old law. as educators see It 
there were K'li standards for Judging 
exaniinaiioii papers. 

Now all the papers on a given sub- 
jiHt are examined and graded h> one 
per><on. »hii knows none of the oppll- 
canls, havini; hefore hitii only the 
numher assltneil lo the aiiiillcant. 
Holders of these cerlilloaies now are 
entitled to teach In any county 

Another advantage Is that 11 gives 
State school authorities an opportun- 
ity for observation heretofore laciilng. 
Superintendent Colvin said Ijick of 
scholarship Is not altomthir \h>- 
teacher's fault, in his opinion, lie 
thinks the "State should Uke the 
school to the teactiers." 

Normal schools, doing a big work, 
are not accessible to all the teachers. 
In hIa opinion. In every county there 
sliould be a high school devoting at 
least one year to teacher training for 
ihoae who deaire It. The most advanced 
scliool systems, he said, have adopted 
this plan. 

F>9r generations, he continued, pu- 
pils have passed the gradea and gone 
back Into the gradea aa teachers with- 
out advanoed seholarahip or profea- 
sional training. 

"No one can teach what ho doesn't 
know : not even If he Is Inspired," Su- 
perintendent Colvin observed. 

Eighty per cent of the children of 
Kentucky depend on teachers of com- 
mon schools for their education, and 
it is vitally Important that these 
youthful clUsens be taught by scholar- 
ly, trained teachers. In his opinion.
